This measure is ex- 
ected to elicit an immediate declara- 


>n by the Greek government defining 


Its intentions clearly without further 
hesitation and ambiguity. 


Hints at Understanding. 


Some dispatches from. Athens go so 
far as .to say this already has been 
attained as the result of Earl Kitch- 
ener's conference with King Constan- 
tine and that the Earl received as- 
surances of a satisfactory 
nuture. 
The British government, however, has 
not yet intimated that Greece has 
complied with the demands of the 
allies. 
Greece is described as prey of con- 
flicting emotions—fear of Germany, 
whose military successes have- brought 
the Balkan war theatre nearer, and 
'ner neutral sympathy for the cause of 
the allies—dictating opposite paths 
out of her present difficult neutrality. 
Some Groekk newspapers regard the 
blockade of Greece as a violation of 
international law.

The governor asserted in his mes- 


sage that if the chief executive were 
to be neld responsible for excessive 
expenditures, he should have more 
power to suggest appropriations and 
to control bills thereon. Gov. Dunne 
cited tne recoirjnendation of the re- 
cent constilutiona! convention, of New 
York that the people adopt a constitu- 
tional amendment, giving 
the right 
to the governor to originate all ap- 
propriation bills in the administra- 
tive departments of the state gov- 
ernment and added: 


Wants Veto Power Extended. 
"If it were possible to propose such 
a constitutional amendment at 
the 
present time in tliis state, I would rec- 
ommend to your honorable body the 
proposal of an amendment of this 
character, giving such power to the 
governor.'1 The governor points out 
that the proposal of another amend- 
ment by the last legislature precludes 
such a proposal and ask as the best 
possible help under present conditions 
a law permitting the governor to veto 
parts and portions of items in appro- 
priation bills. 
This power, the gov- 
3rnor said'he- did not have, as it had 
been decided by the state supreme 
court In the decision which annulled 
several appropriations in omnibus 
bills and made necessary the special 
sessions. 
"I believe that in making this rec- 
ommendation (for the power to veto 
parts of bills) I amxnot actuated by 
Personal lust for power. Either the 
executive should be relieved of all re^ 
sponsibility as to the size of appropri- 
ations or he should have power effect- 
ually to control the same. If it is wise 
'.p place responsibility on the execu- 
:ive, it is also vwise to give him the 
lower to shoulder such responsibility.

Gov. Dunne pointed out some incon- 
sistencies in the state primary law and 
asked that they be liminatd by proper 
amendments at the special session.

' Hiving for Mexican People.

St, .Louis,; Noy, 22.—The American 
recognition- of -tie:-Carrariza1 - govern- 
ment of Mexico, is called "not auspi- 
cious" in a letter from Archbishop 
Glennon to Catholic priests of arch- 
diocese of St. Louis, asking them to 
celebrate a Thanksgiving mass for 
Mexico. 
The letter says in part: 
"In making this our Thanksgiving 
for blessings we enjoy, we should re- 
member especially our neighboring 
people in Mexico who are 
suffering 
and who have suffered much because 
of revolutions which continue to af- 
flict that unfortunate country. The 
revolutionary leaders and their fol- 
lowers have in turn plundered and 
looted. They have destroyed the sub- 
slstnnce and in many cases the lives 
of the peaceful and lawful citizens of 
America, so that today while the 
leaders thrive, the people starve. 
"It is true that the recent recogni- 
tion of Carranza, perhaps the worst 
of the revolutionists, is not auspicious; 
still we cherish the foope that the gov- 
ernment of the United States, to- 
gether with the government of the 
southern republics, 
\vno saw fit to 
give him. recognition, will not now de- 
sert an unoffending people. 
"Our government, founded on jus- 
tice and equal rights, should not be 
true to its people or its traditions if 
now that it has undertaken the recog- 
nition of Carranza, it 'permitted him 
to continue a career of injustice and 
outrage. 
Our Catholic people await 
the outcome with anxiety and pa- 
tience:" •

In 
France for nearly a century light 
nails for carpenter work were made 
from wire, but until 1850 they were 
made by hand with a hammer. 


State Inspector

unadulterated or dangerously explos- 
ive, kerosene. The deaths of three of 
the persons and the injury of another 
resulted from the dangerous practice 
of starting flres with kerosene and 
gasoline. 
Mr. Moran said he would 
like to warn the people of the state, 
and particularly the women, not to use 
kerosene or gasoline in starting fires.

Atkinson Building Saturday. 


A small delegation of "residents of 
Janesville attended the formal open- 
ing of the Black Hawk Tavern at Port 
Atkinson 
Saturday 
evening which 
marked an event in the hotel history 
o£ southern Wisconsin. 


This beautiful little hostelry, built 
during the last year by P. W. Hoard 
and H. H. Curtis, meets a need long 
felt in Fort Atkinson. 


It is built in the old tavern style of 
architecture, of red brick, and stands 
three stories high. The inside finish- 
ing Is of red gumwood work, and the 
walls are tinted in harmonious colors. 
It has forty rooms. All the floors in 
the first story are of red tile. 
The building was designed by John 
G. Shodron, formerly of Milwaukee, 
and the contract for the building was 
let to Daniel B. Danielson of Milwau- 
kee. 


The old hotel, called Hotel Fort, and 
which is replaced by the new build- 
ing, stands adjoining it on the corner 
of Mam street and Milwaukee avenueT 
It is one of the landmarks of the citv 
and state, having been built in 1848 
by Milo Jones, pioneer settler of Fort 
Atkinson and member of the territor- 
ial legislature. 
The old hotel wns 


christened the Green Mountain house 
and 
was 
run under that name for 
many years. 
The name was after- 
ward changed to the Higbee house 
after one of its proprietors, but It has 
borne the name of Hotel Fort several 
years.

Edward Goodman Changed With Steal- 


ing Auto Tire and John Hes- 


sion 
With 
Receiving 


Stolen Property. 


Police this morning served war- 
rants for the legal arrest of Edward 
Goodman and John Hessian, both 
about 22 years of age, for the robbery 
committed at the barn of John Mc- 
Koen last week, and a six months' 
sentence was pronounced upon the 
two young men by the court. Edward 
Goodman was charged with stealing 
the automobile tire, the value of which 
was given as being fifteen dollars, 
and Hession was "charged with receiv- 
ing and concealing the 
stolen prop- 
erty, receiving the same penalty. 
Goodman has been in jail since Sat- 
urday and was first arraigned. 
He 
pleaded guilty to the complaint, stat- 
ing that he was intoxicated at the 
time of the offense and that his-con- 
dition was responsible for the theft 
The court then sentenced Goodman 
to the maximum term of six months 
in the county jail. 
Goodman then 
filed an application to be placed un- 
der the state board of control, so as 
to be able to draw his wages, when 
placed out on parole, which the court 
allowed. Under the parole the state 
agents can confine Goodman to tho 
state's prison in ease of a violation of 
his probation. Goodman was also in- 
structed to take the pledge for one 
year's time. 


Hessian was arrested Friday, but 
was released Saturday, when he turn- 
ed over the goods to the police.
